GREEK  CONSPIRACY 
TRACED  TO  ZURICH 


GENEVA,  Dec.  S^M.  Alex- 
ander, the  Greek  Minister  in 
Berne,  is  quoted  in  The  Gasette 
de  Lausanne  as  atscrtinK  that 
two  Greek  officers  arrested  in 
Athens  in  connection  with  the 
recent  plot  to  assassinate  Prem- 
ier Venixelos,  confessed  before 
they  were  shot  that  thcjr  had  re- 
ceived their  instmctions  in  Zuo 
rich,  where  their  former  Kinc. 
Constantine,  is  in  exile,  from  a 
Greek  ofHcer,  whose  identity  is 
not  known. 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  5. — Two  senators  delegated  by  the  foreign 
relations  committee  to  confer  with  President  Wilson  on  the  Mexican 
crisis  and  report  whether,  in  their  opinion,  the  President,  by  reason  of 
his  ill-health,  was  unable  to  exercise  his  functions,  left  the  White 
House  after  a  conference  of  tbrep^quarters  of  an  hour  with  him  today, 
agreeing  that  he'  was  in  touch  with  recent  developments  and  was 
.mentally  keen  enough  to  form  judgments  on  the  questions  confronting 
Ihe  nation. 

In  the  midst  of  the  conference,  while  Senator  Fall,  New  Mexico, 
was  outlining  the  evidence  on  which  he  is  urging  a  break  of  diplomatic^ 
relations,  the  President  and  his  callers  were  informed  that  Wm.  O. 
Jenkins,  the  American  consular  agent  jailed  at  Puebla,  Mexico,  had 
_bccn  released.  Th£  advices  left  some  doubt  as  to  the  circumstances, 
but  the  development  was  accepted  generally  as  relieving  somewhat 
relations  between  the  two  governments. 

,  -  Propped  up  in  bed,  the  President  talked  of  many  of  the  features 
of  the  Mexican  tangle.  With  a  right  hand  and  arm  fi-ce  above  the 
bed  cover,  the  Senators  said,, he  shook  hands  with  them  and  took  up 
and  read  papers  which  were  on  the  table  beside  him.  He  was  described 
as  weak  and  nervous,  but  it  was  said  he  jested  about  the  exaggerated 
reports  of  lus  illness,, and  promised  within  a  few  days  to  give  Congress 
his  advice  on  what  it  should  do  about  Mexico.

AMSTERDAM,  Dec.  5. — Answering 
a  question  in  parliament  today,  a 
representative  of  the  Oovernment  said 
that  If  former  Emperor  Wllllum  of 
Germany  Ijas  purchased  the  house  of 
Doom  for  a  residence,  h'e  undoubt- 
edly paya  an  income  tax.  The  news- 
paper Helt  Volk*  says  former  Crown 
Prince  Frederick  William  will  be 
taxed  On  the  basis  of  an  annual  In- 
come of  800,000  florins. 


ROME.  Dec.  C. — The  Chamber  of 
Deputies  adjourned  today  until  Tues- 
day, when  the  reply  to  the  speech 
from  the  throne  will  be  discussed.  A 
majority  of  the  deputies  have  ex- 
pressed their  intention  not  to  endan- 
ger their  calm  dlscuaslop  of  the  pro- 
visional budget,  which  probably  will 
immediately  follow. 

The  Socialist  deputy,  Mlslano.  who, 
before  his  election,  aiid  while  he  waa 
absent  from  tbB~c(nintry,  was  con- 
demned by  an  Itallon  military  court 
to  be  shot  for  desertion,  and  who,  for 
a  time,  had  been  imprisoned  In  Ger- 
many on  a  charge  of  participating  in 
revolutionary  movements,  made  hla 
first  appearance  In  the  chamber  to- 
day. When  asked  to  take  the  oath, 
he  said: 

"I  swear,  wishing  for  a  social  revo- 
lution  soon." 

Some  Socialist  deputies  applauded 
this  utterance,  but  the  remainder  of 
the   chamber   hooted. 

The  order  for  th^  discontinuance  of 
the  general  strike  called  after  the 
recent  disturbances  following  the 
opening  of  parliament  has  been  gen- 
erally obeyed.  The  strikers,  as  a  unit, 
have  resumed  work  here,  and  In  some 
other  towns  Infected  by  the  strike. 
Quiet  has  been  restored  fti  Mantua, 
where  some  disorders  had  occurred. 


THE  HAGUE,  Dec.  5. — The  ques- 
tion of  former  Emperor  William's 
permanent  residence  In  Holland  was 
discussed  in  the  Dutch  Parliament 
yesterday  in  connection  with  the  pos- 
sibility of  forcing  him  to  pay  an  In- 
come  tax. 

Jonkheer  -  Davrles,  Minister  of 
Finance,  said  In  effect  that  If  the 
former  Kaiser  really  had  been  per- 
mitted to  buy  a  house  at  Doom  for 
a  jiOrmanent  residence,  the  Govern- 
nj enL im.<3puljtedly  wpuld  tax  him  aa 
a  resident   of   Holland. 

Socialists  in  Parliament  have  been 
agitating  this  question  for  some  time. 
Their  antipathy  to  the  residence  of 
the  former  Emperor  In  Holland  has 
been  increased  by  recent  reports  In 
Dutch  newspapers  indicating  that  he 
now  is  permitted  to  go  about  «u  he 
pleases. 

One  report  printed  thlir  morning, 
and  which  the  Associated  Press  Is 
Informed  from  the  Bentlnck  Castle 
at  Amerongen  Is  untrue,  waa  that 
the  former  Kaiser,  with  the  Dutch 
Prince  Consort,  spent  yesterday  hunt- 
ing wild  boars  at  the  latter's  ostato 
near  Apeldoorn. 

The  Associated  Press  learns  that 
Count  HohenzoIIern  haa  not  been  out- 
side of  Amerongen  for  several  weeks, 
except  for  occasional  trip*  to  Doom. 
There  is  considerable  village  irossip  at 
Amerongen  because  the  shed  hullt  so 
that  <he  former  Kaiser  may  carry  on 
his  wood-sawlnff  In  the  cold  weather, 
is  to  be  heated  with  a  stove,  while 
there  is  a  great  shortage  of  coal  in 
the  village.  The  villagers  ask  why 
the  exercise  cannot  keep  the  former 
Emperor   warm.

NEW  YOrVc,  Dec.  6.— A  decialva 
defeat  has  been  lnfllct»d  by  Armenian 
troops  upon  a  TarUr  force  com- 
manded by  Turkish  officers,  which 
Invalided  the  neutral  sone  established 
In  the  southern  Caucasus,  on  the  bor- 
derland between  Europe  and  Asia, 
according  to  a  cablegram  reoalvad  to- 
day by  the  American  oommlttee  for 
the  independence  of  Armenia.

"A  Tartar  force  commanded  by 
Turkish  officers  attacked  the  Armen- 
ians at  Zangaaar,  which  was  made 
Into  a  neutral  xone  by  Colonel  Has- 
kell, the  American  high  oommis- 
alonsr  to  th«  Armenian  republic. 
They  were  decisively  defeated  after  a 
day's  battle,  leaving  over  600  dead 
and  ■  wounded  on  the  field  of  battle 
a-nd  several  hundred  prisoners,  four- 
teen machine  guns  and  ooi^siderable 
ammunition  and  provisions."

Find  Hope  for  More 
Production  of  Coal 

Reports  Cause  Optimism  in  Eastern  Regions,  But 

West  Experiences  No  Betterment  of  Conditions 

—Further  Curtailment  of  Train  Service 

— Suffering  in  Montana 


CHICAGO,  Deo.  I.  —  There  was 
optimism  In  the  Bast  that  soft  coal 
production  Was  slowly  increashig  In 
spite  of  the  miners'  Bt.rlke.  and  sur- 
face Indications  that  changes  for  the 
better  were  anticipated  among  the 
operators,  but  In  the  West  there  was 
little  Improvement,  and  closing  of  in- 
dustry and  reduction  of  busineaa 
hours  continued. 

A  one-third  reduction  In  passenger 
service  DOW  has  been  ordered  on 
nearly  all  the  Oovemment-controlled 
railroads  of  the  country.  The  eastern 
and  southern  regional  directors  today 
took  nearly  the  same  action  as  direct- 
ors of  the  North.  Central  and  South- 
"•"t*'"  regions  took  yesterday,  in  or- 
dering a  one-third  reduction  in  "train 
mllesc  which  meant  cancellation  of 
nuany  trains  end  much  luxury  equlp- 
SMMit.  Two  famous  tWenty-hour  traian 
between  J*ew  Tork  and  Chicago,  the 
Twentieth  Century  and  the  Broadway 
Limited,   were   ordered   suspended. 

HBLENA.  Mont..  Dec.  6.— No  coal 
was  In  transit  aaywhero  In  Montana 
today.

LONDON,  Dec.  5. — A  wireless  dispatch  received  here  from

OTTAWA,  Dec.  B. — Dr.  J.  A.  Amyot, 
Deputy  Minister  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  who  has  Just  returned 
from  Winnipeg,  where  he  has  been 
investigating  the  epidemic  of  so-called 
sleeping  sickness,  today  Issued  the 
following  statement  In  regard  to  the 
matter: 

"The  Department  of  Health,  as  a 
result  of  Its  own  observation  and  in- 
formation furnished  by  the  provinces, 
reports,  in  reference  to  the  present 
cases  of  'sleeping  sickness'  occurring 
In  Canada,  that  the  disease  Is  at  pres- 
ent largely  confined  to  the  province  of 
Manitoba,  having  appeared  there 
about  six  weeks  ago.  Since  its  ap- 
pearance to  this  time  only  forty  cases 
have  been  reported  In  the  province. 

"It  would  therefore  seem  that  no 
such  sweeping  epidemic  as  happened 
In  the  case  of  influensa  is  likely  to 
occur. 

"The  disease  Is  not  a  new  one,  hav- 
ing been  observed  In  Vienna  several 
years  ago;  In  England  In  1918,  when 
288  cases  were  observed,  and  during 
the  same  time  it  had  made  Its  ap- 
pearance In  the  United  Statea  There 
is  as  yet  no  specific  remedy  either  for 
prevention  or  treatment  of  the  dis- 
ease, but  under  careful  individual 
treatment  recovery  results  In  a  large 
majority  of  coses. 

"The  term  'sleeping  sickness'  is  a 
misnomer,  in  that  the  disease  la  In 
no  way  related  to  the  true  African 
sleeping  sickness,  but  the  confusion 
has  resulted  from  the  lethargic  con- 
dition occurring  In  serious  cases.  The 
Dominion  and  inter-provlnclal  officers 
of  health  are  fully  alive  to  the  situa- 
tion, as  also  Is  the  United  States 
health  service,  so  that  ererything  may 
be  done  to-  minimise  the  spreading  of 
the  disease  and  give  the  best  possible 
care  and  attention  to  cases  as  they 
occur." 

WINNIPEG,  Dec.  6. — ^Dr.  Gordon 
Bell,  provincial  bacteriologist,  dis- 
cussing the  reported  cure  of  sleeping 
sickness  by  electric  needles,  as  re- 
ported from  New  York,  saliT  be  did 
not  believe  that  such  an  application 
of  electricity  could  have  any  benefl- 
clal  effect.

WTNNIPEG,  Dec.  5. — "Joe  Knight, 
of  Edmonton,  told  me  that  'he  ord- 
nance department  of  District  1 9  had 
received  a  carload  of  rifles,  and  add- 
pd:  'We  should  keep  our  pye?  on  them, 
as  We  may  need  them  some  d.Ty.'  " 

This  was  the  sensational  statement 
made  by  Sergeant  P.  W.  Zaneth,  a 
spcret  service  man,  who  had  posed 
as  a  Roclallst  and  worked  In  appar- 
ent harmony  with  the  radicals  in  the 
Calgary  district,  at  today's  trial  of 
R.  B.  Russell,  when  he  disclosed  all 
that  had  been  learned  as  a  result  of 
his  operations  in  the  Inner  circles. 

The  words  roused  Attorney  Cassidy, 
K.C..  counsel  for  the  defence,  to  a 
high  pitch  of  excitement,  and  led 
him  to  make  the  heated  declaration 
that  if  they  were  true,  it  was  re- 
markable that  Knight  had  been  al- 
lowed to  walk  about  at  large  while 
Russell  had  b^en  placed  In  the  dock. 
The  Vancouver  lawyer  led  the  court 
to  understand  that  he  would  have 
preferfed  it  to  be  the  other  way 
around,  if  Knight  "were  such  a  ruf- 
fian" as  the  evidence  of  the  witness 
was  making  him  out  to  be.  Mr.  Cas- 
sidy strongly  protected  against  the 
evidence  being  submitted,  but  the 
court  ruled   that  It  was  permissible. 

Mr.  Cassidy  was  In  hot  water  many 
times  during  the  day.  He  got  Into 
sharps  altercations  with  Mr.  Andrews 
and  Mr.  Justice  Metcalfe  in  connec- 
tion with  objections  that  he  raised, 
and   the  sir  was  tense    for  a   time. 

Things  were  given  a  dramatic  turn 
when  the  counsel  from  the  Coast, 
after  conversing  with  the  accused, 
rushed  from  the  dock  excitedly, 
shouting  for  the  date  of  a  certain 
meeting  about  which  Mr.  Andrews 
waa  leading  evidence.

Germany's  reply  to  the  Allied  note- 
protesting  against  the  Increase  of 
Germany's  armament  has  reached 
Paris,  according  to  The  Temps.  The 
reply  has  not  been  submitted  to  the 
peace  conference  delegates,  however, 
the  newspaper  says. 

Participation  by  Marshal  Foch  In 
the  secret  meeting  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  peace  conference  yes- 
terday clearly  indicated  that  the 
council  considers  military  action  in 
cose  Germany  should  commit  any 
new  Infraction  of  the  treaty  terms. 
accordDig  to  newspapers  here.  Dur- 
ing the  meeting,  says  The  Echo  de 
Paris,  Premier  Cleraenceau  and  Mar- 
shal Foch  stated  that  the  uneX^tected 
departure  of  the  German  delegates 
from  Versailles  and  the  complicated 
points  raised  by  the  enemy  leave  no 
doubt  whatever  about  the  necessity 
of  taking  action. 

It  Is  remarked  by  The  Petit  Parls- 
ien  that  Germany  considers  It  has 
gone  too  far.^iiA  the  newspaper  says 
an  uriofllcraT  note  lias  been  received 
from  Berlin  announcing  that  new 
negotiators  wUl  soon  leave  for  Ver- 
sailles. Herr  von  Slmson.  chief  of 
the  delegates  sent  from  Germany  to 
sign  the  protocol  of  the  treaty,  and 
whose  depa|-ture  for  Berlin  last  week 
brought  about  strained  relations  be- 
tween the  Allies  and  t^e  Berlin  gov- 
ernment, problably  will  be  among 
those  sent.  It  Is  said. 

Coercion  is  the  only  argument 
likely  to' make  an  Impression  upon  the 
Germans  and  induce  them  to  sign  the 
protocol  of  the  peace  treaty  which  will 
carry  the  pact  into  effect,  according 
to  this  morning's  newspapers.  It  is 
said  this  conclusion  was  reached  at 
the  secret  session  of  the  council  yes- 
terday at  which  Marshal  Foch  was 
present.  Ample  means  exist  to  pro- 
nounce and  carry,  out  an  ultimatum, 
it  is  stated  the  commander  demon- 
strated at  the  meeting,  and  It  is  un- 
derstood he  undertook  to  put  Into 
execution  the  plan  he  drafted  last 
June,  the  mere  threat  of  which 
brought  German  envoj^s  to  Versailles. 

Field  Marshal  Sir  Henry  Hughes 
Wilson,  chief  of  the  British  Imperial 
Staff,  arrived  in  Paris  today. 

The  plan  for  action  against  Ger- 
many drafted  by  Marshal  Foch  last 
June  mentioned  in  the  dispatches, 
was  ready  for  putting  into  effect  in 
case  the  Germans  had  Anally  decided 
not  to  sign  the  Versailles  treaty.  It 
contemplated  a  rapid  advance  into 
Germany  from  the  occupied  xone  by 
the  British,  United  States  and  French 
armies.  A  drive  of  from  forty  to  fifty 
miles  in  depth  all  along  the  Allied 
line  was  contemplated.  Cavalary  was 
to  have  been  employed,  together  with 
armored  catTi  to  protect  the  infantry, 
who  were  to  have  been  rushed  for- 
ward in  motor  trucks  In  a  dash  that 
would.  It  was  predicted,  have  broken 
all  records  for  a  rapid  military  ad- 
vance. 


MR,  KIPLING  URGES 

RESPECT  FOR  GRAVES 

LONDON,  Dec.  5. — Rudyard  Kip- 
ling, on  behalf  of  the  Imperial  War 
Graves  Commission,  has  .written  an 
earnest  appeal  to  those  visiting  or 
Intending  to  visit  the  French  and 
Flanders  front  to  observe  reverence 
for  the  dead.     He  writes  In  part: 

"It  should  be  remembered  this  Is 
holy  ground— consecrated  In  every 
part  by  the  lives  of  men,  and  for 
that  reason  not  to  be  run  over  with 
levity.  It  is  inevitable  that  the 
handling  of  such  multitudes  of  sight- 
seers as  are  expected  next  year  must 
be  managed  along  ordinary  tourist 
lines,  so  It  rests  with  the  Individual 
tourist  to  have  respect  for  the  spirit 
that  lies  upon  that  land  of  desolation 
and  to  walk  through  It  with  rever- 
ence. 

"It  Is  said  there  Is  a  tendency  on 
the  part  of  some  visitors  to  forget 
this  obligation.  Nothing  would  be 
gained  by  giving  specifio  instances 
of  what,  after  all,  is  more  in  the 
nature  of  unthinking  carelessness 
than  Intentional  disrespect,  but  the 
imperial  War  Graves  Commission  has 
asked  me  to  express  our  earnest  hops 
that  all  who  visit  the  battle  areas 
will  bear  In  mind  that  at  every  step 
they  are  in  the  presence  of  these 
dead,  through  the  merit  of  whose 
sacrifice  they  enjoy  their  preasat  life 
and  whatever  measure  of  freedom  Is 
theirs   today."

EMPRESS  OF  IRELAND 
JUDGMENT  REVERSED 

LONDON,  Dee.  S.-^The  Judicial 
committee  of  the  Privy  Council  has 
reversed  the  decision  of  the  Canadian 
Supreme  Court  in  the  suit  involving 
the  sinking  of  the  steamer  Empress 
of  Ireland  In  the  St.  Lawrence  River. 
The  Supreme  Court  gave  the  passen- 
gers of  the  sunken  vessel  the  prefer- 
ence in  the  distribution  of  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  the  steamer 
Storstadt,  the  collier  that  rammed  the 
liner. 

In  Its  decision  the  Privy  Council  de- 
cided that  the  Canadian  Paclflc  Com- 
pany shall  share  in  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale. 

*rhe  Empress  of  Ireland,  bound 
from  Montreal  to  Liverpool  with  a 
passenger  list  and  crew  of  1,200,  col- 
lided with  the  Storstadt  at  B:30 
o'clock  en  the  morning  of  May  29, 
1914.  A  total  of  1,024  persons,  among 
them  many  notables,  lost  their  lives 
when  the  vessel  went  down.  The 
catastrophe  occurred  off  Father 
Point,  in  the  St  Lawrence  River.

Consular  Agent  Is  Released  by 
Order  of  Judge  at  Puebia — 
Word  Is  Received  From 
U.  S.  Embassy. 


MEXICO  CITY.  Dec.  6.— Willlana 
O.  Jenkins,  the  American  consalar 
agent  at^-  Puebia,  Mexloo,  waa  re- 
leased. at  10  o'clock  Thursday,  ntcht 
by  order  of  the  Judse  at  Puebia,  ac- 
oordlngr  to  a  dispatch  from  that  city 
filed  here  at  2:S0  o'clock  thio  morn- 
ing. Consul  Jenkins  retired  at  once 
to   his  home,   the   messace  stated. 

WASHINGTON.  D.C.,  Dec.  6. — The 
American  Bmbassy  at  Mexico  City 
notified  the  State  Department  today 
that  American  Consular  Asent  Wil- 
liam O.  Jenkins,  at  Puebia,  Mex., 
had   been   released   from   custody. 

It  was  announced  at  the  State  I>e> 
partment  that  the  advices  from  the 
Bmlmssy  said  Jenkins  had  been  lib- 
erated last  nitfht  from  the  peniten- 
tiary, where  he  had  been  held  pend- 
inr  trial  on  charges  of  giving  falsa 
information  regarding  his  abduction 
by  Mexican  bandits  in  October. 

The  announcement  by  the  State 
Department   follows: 

"The  release  of  W.  <X  Jenkins,  the 
American  consular-agent  at  Puebia, 
was  reported  this  afternoon  from  the 
Kmbassy   at    Mexico    City." 

The  Embassy's  dispatch  reached 
the  State  Department  colncldently 
with  the  arrival  at  the  White  House 
of  Senators  Pall  and  Hitchcock,  who 
were  instructed  by  the  Senate  foreign 
relations  committee  to  discuss  with 
the  President  pending  resolutions  pro- 
posing that  the  President  be  requested 
to  sever  diplomatic  relations  with  the 
Carranza  Government.  The  Secre- 
tary of  State  announced  that  a  dis- 
patch from  the  Embassy  stated  that 
Third  Secr^etary  Hanna.  of  the  Em- 
bassy, who  was  sent  to  Puebia  in 
connection  with  the  department's  re- 
peated representations  for  the  Im- 
mediate release  of  Jenkins,  had  re- 
ported that  Jenkins  was  released  from 
the   penitentiary  last  night: 

The  State  Department's  advices 
gave  no  details,  and  the  news  that 
the  release  was  ordered  by  the  Judge 
at  Puebia  was  contained  in  Associ- 
ated Press  dispatches  from  Mexico 
City. 

Jenkins  previously  had  been  offered 
liberty  on  1,000  pesos  baih  but  he 
had   declined  to  accept. 


DIE  IN  SIBERIA 


Lack  of  Food  and  Clothing 
Brings  Excessive"  Mortality 
Among  Little  Ones— Assist- 
ance- Desperately  Needed. 


TOKIO,  Nov.  20. — (Correspondence 
of  the  A. P.) — Unless  some  assistance 
in  the  most  substantial  form  is  sent 
to  those  who  are  working  In  Siberia 
to  stem  the  ravages  of  hunger,  ex- 
posure and  disease,  and  sent  quickly, 
onie  of  every  three  among  the  young 
rhildren  of  Siberia  is  doomed  to  die 
*hiH  Winter,  is  the  estimate  of  the 
Mituation  sent  to  Japan  by  Countess 
Tolstoi,  a  well-known  relief  worker 
of  the  Russian  Red  Cross,  and  a 
relative  of  the  late  Count  Tolstoi. 

"Ask  in  almost  every  family  and 
you  will  find  that  during  the  past 
few  months  there  have  been  one  or 
more  deaths  among  the  children," 
writes  Countess  Tolstoi  from   Omsk. 

"This,  of  course,  applied  particu- 
larly to  the  poor,  but  even  among 
the  prosperous  there  haa  been  a  de- 
cided Increase  of  child  mortality.  I 
know  that  In  Omsk,  for  instance,  a 
university  town,  and  one  where  the 
average  family>  seems  well  off,  the 
mortality  Is  higher  than  30  per  cent. 
The  percentage  of  deaths  among  the 
children  living  In  refugee  barracks 
and  the  crowded  railway  box  cars, 
which  house  thousands  along  the 
trans-Siberian  Railway  line,  la  higher 
than   30   per  cent. 

"If  assurance  statistics  were,  kept 
the  world  would  be  appalled  at  the 
wholesale  loss  of  life  amonx  the  little 
citlaens  of  a  country  struggling  to  be 
free."

owing  to  the  depreciation  in  th« 
valuQ  of  the  rouble,  'the  standard 
money.  ManV  refugees  are  under- 
nourished in  the  midst  of  plenty  be- 
cause they  have  .no  money  with  which 
to  buy. 

Countess  Tolstoi  believes  that  the 
death  rate  among  the  children  will 
increase  during  the  Winter,  stnce  the 
severity  of  the  weather  will  keep 
the  children  indoors,  suffocaUng  in 
the  hot.  moist,  feUd  atmosphere'  of 
huge  barracks,  or  elae  ahivarlng  in 
their  chilly  box  ears. 

The  immediate  call  frdm  81b«rla,  mm 
made  through  the  American  Red 
Croas  in  Japan,  is  for  warm  clothing 
for  the  children  Wnd  for  enough 
money  to  provide  at  least  some  small 
Christmas  cheer  for  the  war-or- 
phaned little  ones.

From  the  exper- 
ience of  the  past,  thsrs  are  very  few 
who  will  deny  that  municipal  govern- 
ment In  this  MmsaJbi^v,  )f  nat  an, 
actual  failure,  has  beeft  Very  (ar  from 
a  complete  success.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances public  opinion  should  be 
ascertained  on  the  desirability  of  tWe 
creation  of  a  Local  Government 
9oard,  which,  if  it  did  nothing  else, 
would  act  as  a  check  on  useless  ex- 
penditures. The  City  could  at  the 
next  municipal  election  take  a  refer- 
endum: on  the  subject  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  so  that  Victoria 
might  be  on  record  one  way  or  the 
other.  The  result  of  such  a  referen- 
dum would  give  th^  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment an  ^indication  of  what  public 

/>plnloa  Is,  and  perhaps  strengthen  its 
hands  In  reaching  a  decision. 

What  we  suffer  from  now  is  i^pathy, 
in  municipal  administration,,. which  is 
well  illustrated  in  the  meacrfc  time 
devdted  during  the  present  >yenr  t© 
discussion  of  the  outstat^tlng  civic 
problem  of  the  time,  namely,  the 
taxation  situation.  It  seems  some- 
times as  if  our  authoritiea  are  only 
half  alive  to  the  gravity  of  this  prob- 
iem.  Only  in  minor  matters  have  the 
Provincial  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture for  this  city  been  takeh  Into  the 
fronfldence  of  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men, whereas  they  should  have  been 
thoroughly  posted  on  taxation  In 
in  its  bearings  and  pledged  tp  use 
(heir  utmost  Influence  .to  r4k|ii£'dondl- 
iions.

Urr— We  ^ve  bean  ^Usetiartng  your 
leading  article  In  laat  Friday's  Colo- 
nist'on  this  subject,  and  we  agreed 
t^  I4.t0.  a  doses  Ip  too  much — no 
egg  Im  worth  10  cents,  either  for  food 
purposes  or  for  packers*  profit — but 
as  small  producers  we  hope  our  feeble 
cry  wll  tend  to  remove  the  prejudice 
against  us  as  a  cUas. 

The  "we"  In  this  case  Is  the  very 
able  oviBUIturlst  who  spends  so  much 
of  her  time  coaxing  the  hens  to  lay 
eggs  (iavtead  of  laying  off)  and  thu 
writar,  who  markets  the  product, 
Which  is  the  typical  organisation  of  a 
small  industry  itruggUng,  perhaps 
vainly,  against  a  crushing  monopoly. 

Iw  a  loag  time  now  our  hens  have 
beea  undergoing  their  annual  refit, 
•»d  are  Indisposed  to  keep  up  pro- 
duction, so  my  assoeiate,  who  de- 
penda  npon  eggs  for  at  least  a  por- 
**••  o'  her  own  appareling.  Indlg- 
nantly  accuses  the  hens  of  syndical- 
ism ("oa'  canny."  she  means)  and 
of  conspiring  with  the  dealers  In  feed 
to  rig  the  market.  I  confess  it  looks 
suspicious,  because  ,these  70  hens  of 
ours -have  produced  only  16  dosen 
eggs  In  the  month  Just  endied,  when 
their  food  cost  $16  and  their  eggs 
sold  for  $12.60. 

The  local  production  la  probably 
locally  consumed,  so  the  local  price 
has  lagged  behind  the  Victoria  price, 
averaging  90  cents  for  November. 

With  every  advance  in  the  selling 
price  of  eggi,  there  has  been  a  par- 
anel  increase  in  the  buying  price  of 
teed,     As   these  increases  are  timed 


to     happea     together      (synohroMNis 


aMgisuiaiiewi  aa  ear  Baelallats  tall 
it)  It  Is  obvious  the  millers  are  re- 
sponsible for  both.  "Come,"  they 
say  to  one  another,  "let  us  raise  the 
price  of  something,  whose  turn  Is  It, 
egga  or  feed?"  And  up  she  goes! 
That's  why  you  pay  so  dearly  for 
your  "Adam  and  Eve  on  a  Raft," 
when  you  should  be  eating  omelettea. 
which  can  be  nutde  of  eggs,  or  near 
eggs,  of  quite  uncertain  age,  and  are 
therefore  much  cheaper. 

We  unanimously  agres  with  the 
eggs-by-welght  method  of  dealing, 
because  our  Rhode  Island  Reds  lay 
Ave  eggs  to  the  pound,  Hrhile  the 
small  breeds.  whlOhD  are  also  more 
proline.  lay  seven.  Or,  to  put  it  an- 
other way,  if  ordinary  eggs,  weighing 
I  lbs.  to  the  dosen,  soil  ,^or  $1.20, 
ours  should  sell  for  ILif  a  dosen. 
But  they  don't. 

We  are  always  on  tha  brink  of 
gain  or  less.  The  honor  and  glory 
of  keeping  hens  for  a  food  concern 
pall,  but  the  sound  of  "dollar  dosen" 
Intrigues  us.  The  millers  know  this, 
and  exhibit  a  certain  romantio 
Imagination,  they  don't  always  ral|M 
the  price  of  ..feed  ,  sometimes  (as 
now)  they  adulterate — I  forget  what 
the  Biblical  penalty  Is.  but  I'm  sure 
it's  not  enough — the  adulteration  be- 
ing quite  harmless  of  course.  The 
•lost  sack  of  ^heat  ($4.46)  was  about 
30  per  cent  oats  (perhaps,  good  oats 
at  $3),  and  the  shorts  ($3.20).  well, 
all  I  can  say  about  the  shorts  is  that 
the  mUler's  sieve  let  through  a  lot  of 
bran. 

The  egg  was  our  ultimate  ancestor, 
and  even  if  we  can't  answer  the  old 
riddle  about  who  laid  the  egg,  it  is 
a  matter  of  heraldic  importan);e,  ef

"2."  The  administration  under  Flnd- 
lay was  .scandalous,  and  apparently 
the  only  man  who  did  not  know  of 
things  was  the  Attorney-General,  who 
was  very  dumb  and   blind." 

"The  reply  la  that  Flndlay  was  ap- 
pointed as  the  nominee  of  the  prohi- 
bitionists, and  because  I  l>elleved  that 
he,  having  been  secretary  of  the  Pro- 
hibition Party  during  the  reft-rendum 
oampaign,  would  be  an  efftettve  offi- 
cial. Because  of  the  position  he  ha< 
prevloiuly  occupied.  Flndlay  wa 
trasted  by  mc  to  the  fullest  extent, 
and  If  Mr.  Bowser  or  anyone  else 
knew  of  any  scandalous  conduct  it 
was  their  duty  to  have  notifled  me  at 
the  time.  It  Is  very  easy  to  be  wise 
after  the  event.  I  have  before  chal- 
lenged Mr.  Bowser  or  anyone  else 
to  show  where  there  had  been  a 
complaint  made  asalnst  F'lndlay  until 
the  Government  ofDclals  discovered 
his  wrongdoing.  * 

*  "3.  The  proeiuutlons  launched 
against  Flndlay  were  'fake  prosecu- 
tions.' 

"The  answer  Is  very  simple.  Two 
charges  were  tdken  against  Flndlay. 
On  one  he  was  given  the  maximum 
penalty,  which  was  a  fine  of  11.000, 
and  on  the  other  he  was  sentenced 
to  two  years  In  the  penitentiary, 
which  term  he  Is  now  serving.  If,  in 
.the  words  of  Mr.  Bowser,  'Flndlay 
could  dictate  on  what  charge  he 
should  be  prosecuted,'  his  dictation 
did  not  serve  him  very  well. 

"4.  Referring  to  the  Clement  com- 
mission, he  s1}'b:  "The  commission 
never  got  very  far.  Lawyers  wern 
retained  and  a  court  selected  where 
the  lawyers  believed  they  could  ob- 
tain sympathetic  hearings,  and  fur- 
ther  delays  ensued." 

"The  answer  Is  that  the  Injunction 
restraining  the  Clement  commission 
vras  Issued  by  Chief  Justice  Hunter, 
and  the  lawyer  who  got  the  Injunc- 
tion was  Mr.  Charles  Wilson,  K.  C, 
Mr.  Bowser's  predecessor  as  Attor- 
ney-General in  the  McBride  Govern- 
ment, and  for  many  years  Mr.  Bow- 
ser's colleague  for  Vancouver  city. 

"6.  Mr.  Bowser  complains  that  he 
was  not  allowed  to  go  into  the  public 
accounts  last  session  subsequent  to 
the  date  fpr  which  the  accounts  were 
submitted  to  this  House. 

"The  answer  is  that  this  was 
accordance  with  the  "rules  of  the 
House.  As  he  says  the  balance  of  the 
accounts  will  be  brought  down  this 
session  and  he  proposes  going  into 
them  fully:  what  is  he  complaining 
about? 

"6.  ^e  alleges  that  I  committed  the 
unpardonable  sin  of  attending  ses- 
sions of  the  public  accounts  commit- 
tee and  that  I  was  the  flrst  Minister 
to  have  done  such  a  thing  for  seven- 
teen  years." 

"The  answer  Is.  I  dropped  in  at  the 
committee  meeting'  on  one  single 
solitary  occasion  for  a  few  minutes. 
That  no  Minister  had  done  so  In 
seventeen  years,  if  true,  may  be  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  for 
many  years  di^ring  Mr.  Bowser's  time 
of  power  there  was  no  Public  Ac- 
counts Committee  in  existence  at 
which  anybody  could  attend. 
,  ThoHO  Oonvtctlons 
,  "74  Men  convicted  In  Revelstoke, 
Fernie  and  Cranbrook  of  breaking ,tho 
law  months  ago  Jvere^uV  walking  in 
the  streets.     ^  « 

"The  ansWer  &  that  any  men  so 
walking  the  streets  are  doing  so  l>e- 
cause  they  appealed  their  cases  In 
the  regular  way  and  succeeded  In 
having  the  higher  courts  quash  their 
convictions.  There  are  no  such  cases 
from  Cranbrook.  There  are  ten  from 
Fernie,  all  of  which  we  in  turn  have 
appealed  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  and 
confidently  expect  to  have  the  con- 
victions reaffirmed. 

"Mr.  Bowser  is  careful  not  to  al- 
lege anything  wrong,  but  his  attempt 
to  leave  the  impression  by  Implica- 
tion  is  even   more   despicable. 

"8.  He  alleges  that  he  expects  to 
lie  able  to  sho-w  that  practically  every 
man  sentenced  to  Jail  had  been  par- 
doned by  the  Attorney-General's  ad- 
vice. 

■  Pardons 

"The  answer  is,  Mr.  Bowser  knows 
he  can  prove  no  such  thing.  I  have 
before  me  a  full  record  of  those  who 
have  been  sentenced  to  Jail  under  the 
Prohibition  Act  during  the  last  two 
years.  The  number  is  107,  and  of  this 
number  twelve  have  been  pardoned, 
and  as  many  more  applications  for 
pardons  have  been  refused.  Two  of 
thofte  pardoned  were  old  people  over 
70  years  of  age  and  in  ill  health:  two 
more  were  returned  Nnldierrt.  Every 
case  of  the  twelve  e.xcept  the  two  old 
people  Herved  over  hfclf  their  tintc 
and  In  jiractlcally  all  we  had  the  en- 
dorHciuent    of    the    convicting   Justice. 

'•».  Mr.  Uo.waer  charges  that  wn 
haw  iFsued  a  price  list  of  liquors  and 
published  it  throughout  tho  Province. 

"The  -answer  is  that  the  Prohibi- 
tion Act  requires  the  prices  of  liquor 
to  be  fixed  by  order-in-council,  which 
from  tlmo  to. time  has  been  done.  Re- 
cently as  the  prices  of  liquor  haye  ad- 
vanced we  passed  an  order  revlsinn 
the  prices  upwards.  Physicians  and 
people  generally  send  In  prescriptions 
by  mail  to  be  fllled,  accompanied  by 
cash  or  money  order  for  the  amount 
ordered.  Not  to  have  given  noUce 
of  any  change  In  price  would  have 
resulted   In   endless   oonfaslon." 

Vv  '.Flvr  Yc»n  for  Shooting

To  build  a  nation  of  virile,  healthy 
Can|idlana  la  the  Dominion's  moat  Im- 
portant task  during  the  years  to 
come,  acoordlns  to  L4eut.-General  Sir 
Richard  Turner.  V.C,  K.C.B.,  K.C.M. 
G.,  who  addressed  the  Canadian  Club 
at  luncheon  in-  the  Umpress  Hotel 
yesterday. 

"It  waa  a  disappointment  to  Eng- 
land and  to  Canada  to  And  when  con- 
scription went  Into  force  that  such  a 
large  proportion  of  the  men  belonged 
to  low  Categories  and  wore  Incapable 
of  bearing  .arms,"  said  Bir  Richard. 
"War  showed  that  the  manhood  ol 
the  nations  was  not  Improving.  This 
condition  was  due  to  the  crowding  In 
the  cities  and  bad  housing  conditions. 
That  might  be  expected  in  England, 
but  in  a  young  country  like  Canada  it 
could  be  prevented.  The  trouble  Is 
that  we  do  not  give  enough  attention 
to  our  trays  and  young  men,  to  the 
physical  port  of  their  education."    . 

Sir  Richard  made  a  plea  for  the 
engagement  of  ex-army  physical  in- 
Htructurs  in  the  schuoln  as  a  means 
of  building  up  the  stamina  of  the 
country's  youth  and  the  soldiers  of 
the  future,  for  he  declared  that  there 
would  be  another  war.  He  urged  a 
policy  of  tolerance  and  generous  dea,!-' 
inK  with  the  returned  soldiers,  and 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  a 
slngld  flag — the  Tnlon  Jiick — for  the 
whole  of  the   British   Empire. 

Mr.  CochraiM;  Speaks 

General  Turner  was  introduced  by 
President    John    Cochrane,    who    said: 

"There  are  periods  in  the  history  of 
every  progre.'fsive  nation  when  the 
prin«ipi«8  AArhloh  un4sF41e  and  oontrei 
her  national  life  are  tested  In  the 
liery  crucible  of  war  and  in  the  ardu- 
ous lu^sk  of  reconstruction  which  in- 
evitably follows.  The  British  Empire, 
as  she  exists  today,  is  the  product  of 
1,000  years  of  achievement  which 
have  evolved  and  developed  her  high 
ideals  of  human  liberty.  One  of  the 
most  outstanding  vindications  of  the 
British  system  of  free  government 
transpired  as  a  result  of  the  South 
African  war  of  20  years  ago.  When 
the  sturdy  Boers  signed  the  treaty  of 
peace  which  incorporated  their  con- 
quered country  in  the  British  Em- 
pire, they  were  granted  the  fullest 
measure  of  autonomy,  a  policy,  on 
the  part  of  the  Imperial  Government, 
which  undoubtedly  saved  South 
Africa  to  the  Empire  during  the  Ia«t 
Ave  years,  made  her  one  of  the  most 
valiant  and  aggressive  of  our  over- 
seas dominions  in  the  late  world-war 
and  produced  those  great  Imperial 
statesmen.  Generals  Botha  and 
Smuts,  who.  In  the  times  of  her 
severest  trials,  proved  themselves  to 
be  pillars^  of' strength  and  support  to 
the   British   Empire. 

"The  most  searching  test  for  Brit- 
ish democracy,  however,  came  In 
1914,  when  .Germany  .challenged  the 
existence  of  the  far-flun;;  Empire  of 
Great  Britain.  As  we  know,  the  sol- 
idarity of  the  Empire  rang  true  on 
that  occasion,  and  those  bonds  of 
sentiment  which  held  the  overseas 
dominions  to  the  Motherland  In  time

of  peace,  were,  in  the  crucible  of  war, 
found  to  be  capable  of  sustaining  suf- 
(oring  and  sacrifice  in  our  common 
cause,  unprecedented  In  history.  Iq 
the  achievements  of  t|||e  kist  five  years 
Canada  has  played  a  glorious  part. 

"We  are  Indeed  highly  honored  in 
having  as  our  guest  today  a  distin- 
guished Canadian  who  has  served- in 
Canada  and  the  Empire  with  emi- 
nent success  not  only  in  the  late 
world-war.  but  In  that  former  con- 
nict  of  20  years  ago,  which  incqrpor- 
ated  the  Boer  republics  In  the  Brit- 
ish Empire." 

Tkibute  to  tho  Nurses 

At  the  outset  of  his  address  Gen- 
eral Turner  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
overseas  nurses  of  Canada,  who,  ho 
declared,  bad  not  received  the  recog- 
nition commensurate  with  their  gal- 
lant service.  He  also  praised  the  im- 
perial Order  of  the  Daughters  of  tho 
Empire  and  the  Canadian  Red  Cross 
for  their  war  work. 

Speaking  of  the  necessity  of  de- 
veloping the  physlquaof^the  nation's 
manhood,  he  stated  that  the  Cana- 
dian army  had  reason  to  be  proud  of 
its  corps  of  physical  instructors.  He 
said  that  most  of  them  were  now 
back  in  Canada  and  that  their  serv- 
ices were  available  for  peace-time 
work. 

He  said  it  was  regrettable  that  so 
many  married  men  with  families  had 
enlisted  for  overseas  service  before 
young  men  without  dependents  had 
gone,  and  he  urged  that  the  only 
feasible  way  for  Canada  to  enter  .a 
future  war  would  be  to  declare  con- 
scription to  be  operative  at  the  first 
outbreak    of    hostilities. 

Reverting  to  the  problem  of  the 
returned  soldiers,  he  said  that  he 
was  satisfied  the  veterans  of  the  wnr 
were  not  out "  for  charllfy.  Only  a 
small  minority  had  led  the  clamor  fur 
increased  gratuities. 

Must  Bo  Tolemnt 

General  Turner  pointed  out  ,,that 
the'  returned  soldier  .  on  resuming 
civil  oocupation  could  not  be  expected 
to  be  100  per  cept  eflllclent  at  one*. 
beoatUHS  of  the  effect  of  his  waf  ex- 
perience. "Tou  business  men  must 
give  them  every  consideration."  he 
said.  .  "Toy  must  be  tolerant.  Tou 
mustn't  consider  simply  proMts  and 
dividends.  Give  then^  a  Ilttlo  more 
than  a  square  deal." 

He  referred  to  th«-  troubtes  in  the 
Canadian  army  camps  In  England, 
which'  he  termed  exceedingly  regret- 
table. "I  always  found  that  the  trou- 
ble-makers represented  about  t  p>er 
rent  of  the  men."  he  said.  "It  Is  ;i 
strange  thing  how  a  few  bad  actors 
can  l*ad  a  crowd.  The  samn  condi- 
tion prevails  at  home,  and  It  is  our 
duty  to  see  that  our  men  arc  not 
mixed  tip  with  a  few  bad  characters 
and  trouble-makerM.  There  Is  a  dan- 
ger, because  there"  Is  a  bond  of  com- 
radeship between  returned  soldiers 
that   spreads   from    coast   to   coast." 

General  Turner  said  that  thr  coun- 
tr>'  could  not  afford  to  overlook  senti- 
ment. There  should  be  one  country 
and  one  flag  and  this  should  apply 
to  I  he  whole  of  the  Empire.  "In 
Canada  today  that  does  not  apply," 
ho  declared.  "Through  misuse,  we 
have  come  to  recognise  as  our  fl.ig 
the  red  ensign  of  the  mercantile  ma- 
rine. I  am  taking  :i  lot  on  myself 
to  make  this  •luggestlon.  hut  I  fVel 
that  the  Canadian  Clubs  and  other 
similar  organisations  should  take  up 
the  question  of  having  the  Union 
Jack  made  the  Empire's  one  and  only 
flag.  We  are  a  league  of  nations 
within  the  Empire,  and  we  should 
mak*  the  Union  .lack  the  emblem  of 
that    league." 

The  General  closed  by  referring 
with  praise  to  tho  work  of  the  famous 
16th  Battalion  Canadian  Scottish  and 
its  former  commander,  Major-Oeneral 
R.   G.   E.   Leckie,  C.M.G.

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"Clvlo  Taxation"  waa  the  subject 
of  a  lecture  delivered  last  night  by 
Mr.  A.  B.  McNeil,  traveling  auditor 
of  the  Provincial  Department  of 
Finance  before  the  Women's  Inde- 
pendent Political  Association  In  tha 
Victoria  clubrooms. 

Mr.  McNeil  expresae^l  himself  as 
being  in  favor  of  taxation  of  Improve- 
ments in  so  far  as  they  derive  bcne- 
flts  from  the  various  public  works. 
"There  are  many  baslness  men  of 
Victoria  who  are  well  able  to  pay 
their  Uxes  but  who  don't."  he  said. 
"These  men  should  be  made  to  pay." 

"With  the  profits  from  a  municipal 
Insurance  company,"  said  Mr.  Mc- 
Neil, "the  city  would  be  able  to  pay 
all  Its  debts  In  Ave  years."  In  this 
connection  the  speaker  was  strongly 
In  favor  of  municipal  insurance,  not 
only  because  pf  the  revenue  which 
would  be  derived  from  It,  but  on  ac- 
count of.  the  beneflts  that  would  ac- 
crue to  the  cittsens  individually. 

Mr.  iMcNeil  also  thought  that  It 
would  not  bo  amiss  to  place  a  small 
tax  upon  the  occupant  of  property 
where  that  occupant  is  not  tho 
owner.  This  point  v/as  contested  In 
the  interesting  discussion  which  ful- 
lo%'ed,  several  l>ellovlng  that  the 
tenant  at  present  pays  his  own  and 
everybody  elses  taxes. 

The  speaker  spoke  favorably  of  the 
commission  form  of  government,  al- 
though he  did  not  particularly  state 
that  it  would  be  good  for  Victoria. 
He  made  reference  to  the  satisfactory 
manner  in  which  it  works  In  North 
Vancouver.  ' 

Mr.  McNeil  was  not  in  favor  of  ex- 
emptlng"  from  tnxes  churches,  ceme- 
teries and  many  other  similar  insti- 
tutions. HpeakInK  of  cemeteries,  he 
believed  that  they  depreciated  the 
land  value  of  the  neighborhood  and 
should  be  taxed  as  much  as  any 
other  public  utility. 

Among  those  present  who  took 
part  In  the  discussion  which  followed 
were  Dr.  Ernest  Hall  and  Mr. 
Woodward,  president  -of  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Council.  The  meeting  was 
presided  over  by  Mrs.  Grant,  second 
vice-president.

Innes  scale  but  add  thereto  as  a 
bonus  to  meet  the  high  cost  of  llv- 
Iqg,  the  amounts  recommended  by 
the  Provincial  committee  of  the  Civil 
Servants'  Association.  If  this  were 
done,  the  civil  servants  held,  an 
amount  commensurato  with  the 
present  day  needs  would  be  forth- 
coniinif. 

This  decision  was  v/li^ed  to  the 
various  branches  of  the  Association 
and  replies  heartily  supporUnr  it 
have  been  received  from  the  branch 
assoct-icions  at  Vaijicoftver,  New 
Wes'mlnstc^ ,    K&iondale   rnd    Nelson. 

Tbts  arternoon  there  will  be  a 
tneetinc  of  the  Provincial  Biutcutive 
Committee  of  the  Association  at 
Vanoouvn-  at  whlc'i  the  valary  ques- 
tion will  be  discuaeed  'tmong  other 
mattSi's. 

The  datd  for  the  meeting  between

Father  O'Donnell 
was  acquitted  of  the  charge  by  a  court- 
martial  before  which  he  was  tried.

SHOULD  KEEP  SALARY 

SUTHERLAND.  Ont.,  IJec.  B.— '1 
do  not  approve  of  the  reduction  that 
Mr.  Drury  has  made  In  his  salary," 
said  John  Kennedy,  of  Manitoba, 
vice-president  of  the  United  Orain 
Growers   of  Canada. 

"If  the  Premier  of  Ontario  is  not 
worth  $12,000,  th^y  should  .eret  a 
man   who   is." 

Mr.  Kannedy  was  the  chief  epealc- 
er  at  a  United  Farmer*;  meeting 
Bere  last  nli^t.  Ho  claimed  that  a 
tariff  mifht.have  been  Justified  in 
the  aarly  years  to  foster  certain  in- 
dustries, but  It  was  never  necessary 
to  produce  revenue.  It  had  cost  Can- 
ada more  in  Ihe  last  twenty  years 
to  produce  millionaires  than  it 
should  cost  in  the  next  twenty  years 
to  pay  Canada's  war  debt  with  in* 
terest,  and  to  care  for  Canada's 'sol- 
diers  as  they  should  be  cared  for. 

"I  believe  In  &  bachelor  tax,"  said 
Mr.  Kennedy,  and  1^  advocated  as 
well  ln)ieritance.  profits  and'  incoma 
taxes.  He  pointed  out  that  the  vatua 
or  urban  property  in  Canada  was 
CToater  than  the  value  of  rural 
property,  for-  which  reason  farmers 
need    not    fear   direct    taxation.

■water  Ural  in  tha  Hltinat  lA»f  and 
a  amooth  aaa  cauaad  a  ataady  eiir> 
rant  of  water  oot  from  the  land 
whloh  carried  awajr  a  yreat  deal  of 
the  l>ea«b.  piling  It  up  on  the  bar 
until  It  dried  at  low  Ude.  BhaUowa 
formed  over  qalto  an  area.  After 
three  week*  the  aaa  out  down  the 
bar  conaldarably  ao  that  the  Bonilla 
waa  able  to  cat  ont  by  a  different 
route'  than  uaual  and  made  her  way 
to  thia  port.  The  har  wUl  be  once 
more  normal  In  a  very  abort  time, 
narlnera  predict,  owing  to  the  rouvb 
weMber.  The  BonlUa  waa  the  only 
boat  held  np  at  the  cannery,  the 
.other  fiahlnc  boata  baying  left  for 
the  aaaaon. 

Tka  NItlnat  bar  baa  bean  a  eon« 
■taat  aoarce  of  worry  to  theae  wlah- 
Ing  to  go  In  and  out  of  tba  Nltjnat 
River.  There  were  quite  a  number 
of  Urea  loat  laat  year  when  the  flah- 
iag  boat  Reafraw  turned  turtle  to 
tba  bteakara.  whfla  thta  aaaaon  aev- 
aral  Japaneaa  craft  have  overturn' 
ad  and  a  number  of  Orlentala  have 
loat  their  Uvea.  Uvea  men  who  hava 
been  a  long  time  operating  In  that 
vlolnlty  find  the  bar  changing  and 
muat  exerolaa  the  greateat  caution. 
The  alltlng  up  thla  year  la  aald  to 
b*  the  greateat  known,  at  laaat  for 
many  yeara. 

Seme  of  the  Chlneae  cooka  em- 
ployed  on  the  boata  going  over  the 
ara  afraid  to  atay  below 
when  the  dangeroua  creaalng  Is 
made;.  But  the  man  on  the  Bonilla 
comea  up  out  of  hla  galley  when  the 
apat  la  reached,  leeka  .around, 
reaahea  hla  own  conolualona  aa  to 
whether  the  tide  la  right  for  the 
attempt,  and  then  gooa  down  and 
geta  to  work  again.  Chances  of  the 
bdat  turning  over  in  the  breakera 
do  not  faaaa  him,  although  hla 
fwllow  cooka  ofttimaa  crouch  on 
deck  In  terror.

Marine  Department  Is 
Negotiating  f6f  Iskum 


Negotlatlona  are  at  praaent  under 
way  fof  tba  punshase  of  the  fishing 
boat  Iskum  by  the  Marine  Depart- 
ment for  uae  on  the  Brltlah  Colum- 
bia coast.  The  veaael,  ,  which  Is  an 
auxiliary  schooner,  la  owned  by  the 
Clayoquot  Cannery.  She  is  now  at 
Vancouver  where  Marine  Depart- 
ment official*  went  from  Victoria  to 
examine  her.  The  report  has  been 
forwarded  to  OtUwa*  It  Is  under- 
atood,  and  the  matter  now  rests 
with  the  eaatern  autberltlea. 

Plana  are  new  being  di<awn  up  fef 
two  motorboata  aeventy-flve  feet  In 
length  Which  were  to  be  built  to 
augment  the  Government  fleet  in 
BrltWb  Columbia  waters.  On*  waa 
te*  have  been  stationed  here  and  an- 
other at  Prince  Rupert.  It  la*  believed 
that  should  the  lakum  be  purchased 
aba  would  take  the  place  of  oi^e  of 
tba  new  boats,  only  one  of  tbeae 
being  conatructad. 

The  Iskum  has  been'  operating  on 
the  West  Coast  fer-aeme  years  both 


for  fUhlng  and  aa  a  cannery  tender. 
Last  year  she  entered  the  limelight 
by  removing  paaaengera  and  mall 
from  the  stranded  steamer  Princess 
Adelaide  which  went  aahofe  at  the 
entrance  to  Active  Paaa.  A  lawsuit 
af  to  the  aalvage  moAey  followed  and 
the  crew  of  the  Iskum  were  awarded 
aaveral  bundreda  of  dollars  far  their 
Borvices.  Hlarly  this  season  the  Iskum 
was  fitted  as  a  halibut  fiaber  but 
did  not  prove  financially  successful 
at  thla  work  and  ao  returned  to  her 
carrying  work  for  the  fishing  trade 
on  the  Weat  Coaat.  After  being  over- 
hauled she  waa  chartered  for  a 
couple  of  months  by  Japanese  to 
carry  flah  and  haa  been  doing.  thU 
work  alao  for  the  Clayoquot  .Can- 
nery. 

The  lakum  la  aald  to  be  a  flaa 
sailer,  and  on  one  occasion  during 
the  past  aeason  when  her  crank- 
shaft broke  she  aalled  back  to  the 
cannery,  getting  to  within  a  short 
distance  t>efore  being  taken  in  tow.
